The Commission discussed a resolution 
introduced in the Council by Alderman 
Eddy requesting that parking be restricted 
to two hours in the 2600 block of South 
Cedar Street and also in the 400 and 500 
blocks of Greenlawn Avenue. 


It was moved and supported that no ac- 
tion be taken on this request due to the 
lack of sufficient personnel in the Police 
Department to enforce those parking regu- 
lations already in effect. 


Carried. 


A letter was read from the Dual Parking 
Meter Company in which they stated that 
they would replace, without cost, 100 un- 
used parking meter mechanisms for 100 
new improved mechanisms with stainless 
steel dust covers. 


It was moved and supported that the 100 
mechanisms be sent in to the Dual Park- 
ing Meter Company in exchange for 100 
new mechanisms.

The Traffic Engineer submitted a report 
on the accidents which have been occurring 
at the intersection of Cedar and Saginaw 
Streets.
